STATK  SCHOOI«  TAX. 


The  state  School  Tax,  amounting  to  two  million  one  hundred  and 
ninety-six  thousand  two  hundred  and  forty  dollars  ($2,196,240),  has  been 
received  and  disbursed  to  the  several  counties  of  the  State  in  accordance 
with  the  apportionment  of  the  State  Comptroller. 

LOAN  TO  THE  SCHOOL  FUND. 

There  was  transferred  fix>m  the  State  Fund  to  the  School  Fund  the 
sum  of  eighty  thousand  dollars  ($80,000),  to  meet  the  deficiency  in  the 
appropriation  for  the  support  of  Free  Public  Schools,  and  subsequently 
returned  to  the  State  Fund  from  the  income  of  the  School  Fund. 

AGRICULTURAL  COLLEGE  FUND. 

The  Agricultural  College  Fund  amounts  to  one  hundred  and  sixteen 
thousand  dollars  ($116,000),  consisting  of  eighty-four  thousand  four  hun- 
dred dollars  ($84,400)  in  New  Jersey  War  bonds  and  a  certificate  of 
indebtedness  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey  for  thirty-one  thousand  six  hun- 
dred dollars  ($31,600).  Interest  on  the  war  bonds,  amounting  to  five 
thousand  and  sixty-four  dollars  ($5,064)  has  been  received  and  disbursed 
for  the  maintenance  of  Rutgers  Scientific  School.  Interest  on  the  certifi- 
cate of  indebtedness  amounting  to  one  thousand  five  hundred  and  eighty 
dollars  ($1,580),  made  payable  from  the  State  Fund,  has  also  been  dis 
bursed  for  the  maintenance  of  Rutgers  Scientific  School,  making  the 
total  amount  paid  to  said  school  for  the  fiscal  year,  six  thousand  six  hun- 
dred and  forty-four  dollars  ($6,644). 
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UNITED  STATES  APPROPRIATION  TO  AGRICUI.TURAI,   COUBGES. 

The  United  States  Appropriation  to  Agricultural  Colleges,  amounting 
to  twenty-two  thousand  dollars  ($22,000),  has  been  received  and  disbursed
